heimer "is a loyal citizen.'' The majority 
recommendation was based upon four con- 
clusions. Those four, as reported in the news 
columns, are: (1) Dr. Oppenheimcr's con- 
tinuing conduct and associations reflected a 
serious disregard for the requirements of the 
security system; (2) a susceptibility to in- 
fluence -which could have serious implications 
for the security interests of the country-; (3) 
conduct in the hydrogen bomb program suf- 
ficiently disturbing as to raise a doubt as to 
whether future participation if characterized 
by the same attitudes wouldf be consistent 
with the best interests of security: (4) the 
opinion that Dr. Oppenheimer had been less 
than candid in several instances m his testi- 
mony before the board.

It is Congress which holds the purse strings. 
All revenue bills must originate in the 


House. They must have the approval of the 
Senate before going to the President. The 
executive agencies include all of the depart- 
mnts under the President—Agriculture. In- 
terior, State—all of the departments super- 
vised by cabinet officers—and the independ- 
ent agencies, as well. They are huge and do 
outshadow in terms of cost the other two co- 
ordinate branches of government. 


Apparently Mr. Hruska meant to suggest 


that because of its money requirements, the 
executive agencies need watching. "That is 
the job which various members of Congress, 
including Sen. McCarthy, are Trying to do." 
says the Omaha World-Herald. 


This is the first time we have known that 


McCarthy's burdens include a s-veeping cam- 
paign to epcourage economy within the ex- 
ecutive agencies.

Mitchell Was Right 


Agriculture Secretary 
Benson 
stuck his 


neck out some weeks ago to demonstrate the 
validity of his thinking on what at takes to 
eliminate farm surpluses and bring economic 
justice to agriculture. He chose butter whose 
mounting surpluses were swamping the gov- 
ernment which had it under price supports. 
Mr. Benson reasoned that Jf the support chair 
was substantially jerked out from under the 
product, American families who would pre- 
sumably benefit from a big price drop would 
start eating butter like crazy. This would 
reduce the surplus, stimulate demand, re- 
lieve the government of a const-vjuemial part 
of its load and restore the farmer's income 
by consumption. 


Mr. Benson guessed wrong. The farmer 


look a 161-.. cent per pound cut in his butter 
income. The housewife, meantime, only sot 
a 11 cent per pound price reduc'ion. More 
butter flowed into the market to make up for 
income losses. And Mr. Benson learned that 
price and consumption are not Siamese twin?. 
The country was eating about all the butter 
it could hold on the old price. Increased con- 
s-umpiion didn't amount to much. Nobody 
sained much and the federal surplus problem 
i? more acute thnn ever. 


Mr. Benson couki have listened to Dr. Clyde 


Mitchell, the University of Nebraska's agri- 
cultural economist who said beforehand be- 
fore a congressional committee that exactly 
what has happened would happen.

I coughed quite a bit from the 
smoke and thought I was going 
to be sick but there was nothing 
wrong with me 
'I Was First' 


"Of those who were below 


deck when the explosion started, 
I think I was the first to get to 


the bridge Several of oui gang 
were caught in our sleeping 
compartment 
(the fourth 
be- 


low where I was). It was really 
bad aiound there—a lot of boys 
killed and a lot of damage above 
and just forward of them 


"The boys on the repair par- 


ties and those stationed below 
deck were really great, going 
down there when no one knew 
what was going on or what was 
going,to happen next 


"All that I told you happened 


to me took only about three or 
four minutes " 


Another letter Seaman Kindig 


wrote the following day said: 


"The compartment was pretty 


much messed up with the racks 
burning and with water that 
was used to put out the fires 


'The bunk behind my locker 


caught fire and some of the 
clothes in my locker—my whites 
and xa set of dress blues—were 
burned 


'The fire party Jiad to'break 


my locker open with a pickaxe 
and turn the hose on it Only 
the dav before I had got a new 
lock and had locked my locker 
for the first time in months."

rolled up an impressive record 
in that field—"quietly and relent- 
lessly" and "under due process of 
law."' 


Barring questions about Sen. 


McCarthy, Eisenhower issued at a 
crowded news conference a 16- 
month record of the blows execu- 
tive agencies have aimed at Com- 
munism. These included convic- 
tions and indictments of Red lead- 
ers, deportations, and expansion 
of the list of subversive organiza- 
tions. 


The President reaffirmed his 


backing of Atty. Gen. Brownell's 
statement of last week which ac- 
cused McCarthy of trying to "set 
himself above the laws of our 
land" in inviting secret data from 
government workers. 


Questions Ruled Out 


But Eisenhower ruled out news- 
men's questions about the conflict 
between the administration 
and 


McCarthy. He asserted he has said 
his last word on that subject, un- 
less something-happens that makes 
him think he has to say something 
more. 


Henceforth, he said, he will have

'First Mural To Be Finished 
Late In Fall'—Capitol Artist

The artist who will do three 


murals for the rotunda of the 
state capitol is in Lincoln and 
expects to have the first mural 
finished and ready to be hung 
late in the fall. 


Kenneth Evett of Ithaca, N.Y., 


assistant professor of fine arts 
in the College of Architecture at 
Cornell University, who w i l l 
paint the murals in oil on can- 
vas, arrived here Wednesday. 


Evett said he has not been in- 


side the capitol before, but in 
planning the murals he studied a 
number of photographs of the 
interior of the building. 


Photographic b l o w - u p s of 


jSvett's sketches are on exhibit 
on the second floor of the State 
Historical Society Building at 
15th & R. 


The murals, to be hung on the 


three sides of the capitol ro- 
tunda, will follow closely original 
plans formulated by the late 
Hartley Burr Alexander, Univer- 
sity of Nebraska philosophy pro- 
fessor. 


Four Segments Each 


"Labors of the Hand." which 


will be the first mural to be 
done, will depict industrial en- 
terprise, particularly agriculture, 
industry and building. 


There will be f o u r vertical 


segments in each of the murals. 
In each segment will be a single 
monumental figure, with the en- 
vironment and imagery depict- 
ing the labors of that individual. 


"These are not pictures, in the 


usual sense of the word," Evett 


"but mural designs con- 


ceived to be integrated with the 
architecture of the capitol." 


"They are 
representational," 


he said, "and symbolic of the 


theme of the murals." They will 
be done in browns, reds and 
buffs. 


Imagery Of Sciences 


Depicted in the second mural, 


"Labors of the Head." will be 
scientific endeavor. The imagery 
will be that of the major sciences, 
including mathematics and bi- 
ology. 


"Labors of the Heart." the 


third mural, will have the arts 
as its theme. Present plans call 
for 
representation 
of 
music, 


poetry, painting and the dance 
in the four segments. 


Evett said he may c h a n g e 


painting to sculpture and he still 
is not certain he will use the 
dance for the fourth segment. 
The basic concept for this mural 
will remain the same, however, 
even though these minor changes 
may be made, he said. 


Start Work In Rome 


Evett will not remain in Lin- 


coln to do the painting, which 
he estimated will take 18 months 
for the three murals. 


He will be in Rome during the 


next year and then will return 
to Ithaca. The first mural will 
be shipped from, Rome when it 
is finished. 


Evett, one of 21 artists orig- 


inally invited to submit exhibits 
as candidates for muralists, was 
the unanimous final selection for 
the job- 


Col. Harry F. Cunningham of 


Lincoln, one of the judges in the 
selection of the artist, said na- 
tionally known sculptors a n d 
muralists 
who 
helped 
select 


Evett have written him saying 
they are increasingly well satis- 
fied with the final choice. 


The rotunda project is the first 


of four left to be completed in 
the capitol. It is financed by a 
S40.000 appropriation from the 
Legislature.
